In  reply  to  your  letter  of  December  4th  last,  regarding 
a  copy  of  the  mar  iage  certificate  of  Mr.  and  l^rs.  Bronislaw 
Piwowar  or  other  documents  concerning  theti*  case,  I  wish  to 
state  that  I  never  asked  for  or  received  such  a  certificate  from 
the  Piwowars.  I  do  have  some  copies  of  letters  sent  them  and 
.Tozef  Piwowar,  guardian  of  Irena,  all  written  in  Polish  and  a 
suplicate  of  Form  1-475-Applicotion  for  Verification  of  Last 
Entry  of  An  Alien  For  Use  in  Connection  with  the  Issuance  of 
Immigration  Visas  to  Relatives.  Incident-iL ly ,  back  in  1951,  a 
marriage  certificate  wasn’t  required  in  thdr  case. 

According  to  my  records,  on  august  2nd,  1951,  I  sent  Mr. 
Bronislaw  Piwowar,  at  his  request,  6  copies  of  documents  (2 
copies  of  Affidavit  of  support,  2  Bank  Statements,  and  2  Factory 
Wage  Btatements) ^ with  certain  instructions  on  what  must  be  done 
with  them,  lifter  that  date  I  wrote  him  a  few  letters  asking  him 
what  progress  ho  was  making  but  those  letters  were  never  answered. 
Likewise,  I  never  received  any  laply  to  a  letter  written  Kovember 
21,  1951  to  Mr.  Jozef  Piwowar  in  Poland. 

I  regret  v  :Ty  much  that  is  all  the  information  I  liave  on 
that  particu  ar  case.
